Wesi 
Berlin. At the varty school during the jast few days the ques- 
tion has often been discussec, how to make the position of the 
West Maepistrat imrossible, fer exanwle by nrovocations cesignes 
te tring forth vetitions to the western Aliiles calling for the 
dissolution of the Magistraet on the grouné that its continuance 
would endanger nublic safety and order in the city. The climax 
of these actions wlll, in his ovinion, te the so called 
MWhitsuntide March" of the Fp! fron the whcle East Zone. it 
is clanned toe use this mass of youth to bring ahovut a srontane us 
demongtratien not only of Fast Berlin but aiso of the Soviet 
Zone in whick. Berlin will be formality procleimee as the canital 
of ine TDR, thus doing away with the old fourenower status 
comntetely, Of rarticular interest here is the thought that 
this demonstration will not be directed arainst a continued 
presence of western Allies in Berlin, but erainst the West 

aristrat. After the dissolution of the latter, “the western 
Allies would acminister their sectors directly in the form of 
an international settlement exvoressiy conceded by the foviet 
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occunation power, with no nolitical or econemic functions in 
the hands of German authorities. The foregoing trend of 
thought is reported to be surrorted by Pieck‘s immediate 
advisors Pr. Zuckermann and Wande) and to have been diseussed 
by Ulbricht in Moscow. | 


SED lesders are elso concerning themselves with the western 
unerinloyment problems they are seeking methods of bringing 
this nart of the working element into a connection with the 
Communist Party. Talks are taking vlace with a view to 
getermining whether it is financially nossible to give these 
unennloyed weekly or monthly sums out of nresent and incoming 
Westmark resources if they agree to join the SFI, or in _ 
western Germany the KPD. In such an event they would be 
assured that the fect of their membership would be kent 
secret for the time being. This idea is revorted to have 
originated with "circles close to Merker and £teidle”. 
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
